PICK EARLY AND BURN PLANTS 


This Year hot a QticsUm of Reducing 
the Weevil But of Total Anni­ 
hilation {ti the lotion Pest 


Dallas. Tex., Aug. 21.—W. D. Hunt 


er, in charge of the southern field 
crop insect and tick investigations, 


•wifijh headquarters in this city, has 


issued, a bulletin that will bring joy 
to the hearts of the farm ers of Ok­ 
lahom a and Texas. He says, and most 
emphat ical I y, th at the fanners of the 


southwest now have the opportunity 
of a lifetime to exterminate the boll 


weevil pest. 
The bulletin follows: 
The cotton fanners of Texas and 
Oklahoma have the opportunity of 
their lives 'Do down the boll ‘weevil. 
This is the result of two facts, one 
of theta well dem onstrated and the 
other self-evident. They are: 
1. The iterrifflc heat of the las: 
few days has killed more than 99 
per cent of the weevils in Texas and 
Oklahoma. 
2. The heat and the dryness of 


the season have everywhere caused 
small plants, on which the bolls will 
soon open so the crop can be picked 
at an abnormally early date. 
If fanners will accept the oppor­ 
tunity that nature has provided, hast­ 
en the picking of the crop, uproot 
and burn the plants, there is no pos­ 
sibility that there will be many wee­ 
vils left next rear; in fact, Af the 
cotton plants should 
be destroyed 
generally by the middle of September, 
which is easily possible on account 
of 
peculiar 
conditions 
prevailing, 
there would be no boll weevils what­ 
ever next year. 
In Dallas, while this is being w rit­ 
ten, the therm om eter registered 114 
decrees in the shade, breaking all 
records. 
On 
the 
surface 
of 
the 
ground the tem perature is 145 de- 
throughout Texas. Every 
immature 
weevil in a square that falls to the 
ground in killed in a few seconds. 
Til us nature has alm ost annihilated 
the pest. Why should not the farm­ 
er add the final stroke and com­ 
plete the destruction of the weevil? 
The early destruction of the cot­ 
ton plants in the fall, even in an 
ordinary season, has so controlled the 
weevil that, in a large practical test, 
the crop of cotton the following sea­ 
son was increased by an amount 
worth alm ost $ 2 0 per acre. This year 
it is not a question merely of control 
of reducing the number of weevils, 
but of driving them out altogether. 
It rests with the cotton planters. 
There will never be a better op­ 
portunity.

you have the Simi total of the sher­ 
iff’s reply. 
The sheriff’s representative seeks 
to reply by dMouncujg Jus critics 
“defamers” and 
accuses 
'them 
of 
“seeking to add to their own glory 
by taking fossil the gk>rv\,x>f others,’’ 
Now% so ■far as The News has been 
able to learn, no one is seeking to 
rob the sheriff’s office of any glory 
it may have achieved. What use they 
could possibly make of any such 
“glory” is too much for us to im­ 
agine. 
WTiat all the local officials want, 
and what the good citizens want is 
something tangible in the way of 
reply to criticism—if any reply is to 
be made. 
A column or two of fog 
does not satisfy. Specific allegations 
were made and if there is any reply 
to 
those 
allegations 
let 
them 
be 
specific also. 
This is not a m atter of “political 
am bitions” but of the public safety 
and the enforcement of law. 
It is a 
serious question and deserves serious 
treatm ent. 
The sheriff praises his prisoners 
highly and tells the people w hat a 
fine lot of fellow's they are, but from 
the point of view of the public the 
desire still 
remains that they 
be 
kept carefully confined in the jail 
and that they be not given any op­ 
portunity either to escape or be sup­ 
plied w ith arm s and ammunition by 
friends on the outside or by any oth­ 
er means assisted to an opportunity 
to m urder the guards or blow' up the 
prison. 
Among the complaints made in this 
paper was one against allowing- the 
“trusties” to go freely about town. 
to attend shows and otherwise do

County Clerk Kerr informs The

allowed. It would seem th at $150 a 
month ought to supply a guard for 
every hour of the day, in addition 
to the office force of the sheriff. 
The waste basket episode is news 
to this paper and has nothing what 
ever to do with this case, 
lf It had 
we would gladly consider It. 
This «is not a m atter of crowns, 
haloes, knockers, bugs, or even of 
what good Sunday school pupils the 
prisoners in the jail would make. It 
is a m atter of public safety and of 
enforcement of law. 
Nobody asks the sheriff to “punish 
the prisoners or to treat them in any 
way cruel or even harshly. Certainly 
not. 
And if he should indulge in 
any such tactics 
he might 
well ex 
p e d even sharper criticism than has 
already been bestowed. But these men 
are to be confined and guarded to 
see that by no accident or oversight, 
or lack of caution, or assistance from 
the outside they are given an oppor- 
'tuAity .to escape .or to m urder dome 
one in che attem pt 
The sheriff Infers that he wants 
“co-operation” on the part of the oth­ 
er county officers. 
The county com­ 
missioners are providing him with 
funds for jailor and guards. 
What 
further “co-operation” can he want 
in the ordinary, every-day discharge 
of his duties? If any officer should 
offer “co-operation” lieyond this we 
dare say the sheriff would call them 
down for “butting in.” 
In conclusion, let us repeat that 
the aim of The News in this m atter 
is not mere criticism , or defamation, 
or knocking, but to seek the public 
safety by calling 
attention 
to 
lax 
methods in handling prisoners charg­ 
ed with serious crimes.

Washington, Aug. 21.—The inter­ 
ior d etrim en t ta awakening to the 
fact that oil pipe line companion in 
Oklahoma have oil operators of that 
stare by the throat, and a rigid in­ 
vestigation of the coil I iran ie* alleged 
to be robbing citizens of the new 
state out of millions of dollars an­ 
nually will likely result. 
At the request of Acting Secre­ 
tary of the Interior Pierce, Assistant 
Indian Commissioner Abloott, Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior Wilton, As­ 
sistant Attorney General of the in­ 
terior Department Pollock, Mr. Mer­ 
ritt, private secretary of Commission­ 
er of Indian Affairs Valentine and 
Acting Secretary 
of 
the 
interior 
Pierce held a conference at which the 
oil question in Oklahoma was dis­ 
cussed at great length. 
It is alleged tim the pipe line com­ 
panies operating in Oklahoma are un­ 
der the control of the Standard and 
that enough producing oil wells are 
tieing acquired -by these companies, 
through “dummies,*’ to supply all or­ 
dinary demands, and that independent 
operators are absolutely at the mercy 
of toe pipe line companies who fix the 
price of oil at ridiculously low figures 
so low*, in fact, that many oil men 
have threatened to close drilling op­ 
erations unless granted relief by the 
interior department. 
The annual oil royalties to Indian 
allottees now amount to approximate­ 
ly $2,<)00,ft00 and the state, it is de­ 
clared, is being fleeced out of many 
millions yearly. 
While it is the desire of toe inter­ 
ior department to look after the wel­ 
fare of the Indian it is estimated by 
members of this department that the 
Indian should not be protected in 
toe matter of excessive oil royalties 
when the people of toe entire state 
are suffering and at toe mercy of 
the oil trust.

Stat* Board of Public Affairs Serves 
Excellent 
Purpose and Is Non- 
Partisan. 


In (the N^w State Tribune, Gov­ 
ernor Haskell goes into details and 
gives the fullest possible explanation 
of the purposes and powers of the 
state board 
of 
affairs, 
concerning 
which there has been considerable 
speculation and criticism. 
The governor explains that the pur­ 
pose of this board is to transact the 
business affairs of the state, purchase 
the supplies of all kinds required for 
the insane asylums, orphans’ homo, 
penitentiary, reformatory institutions, 
blind and deaf and dumb institutions 
and for the state house, and the fuel 
for the university, the preparatory 
schools, the normal schools, school 
of Mines, the girls Industry home, 
etc. 
Also to superintend the con­ 
struction of new buildings, to look 
after the fire insurance and repairs 
of all state buildings, and to pur­ 
chase the stationery and other sup­ 
plies needed by different state offices 
and institutions. 
In an ordinary year there will be 
about one million dollars for this 
board to spend, but this year, in ad­ 
dition 
to 
the 
ordinary 
purchases, 
there will be about one million four 
hundred 
thousand 
dollars of 
new 
buildings to superintend. 
It will be seen that by relieving 
these various boards of the business 
of purchasing supplies, constructing 
state buildings, and caring for these 
buildings, so far as the new board 
of public affairs is concerned, that it 
has taken the place almost wholly of 
other boards wholly or a majority 
thereof appointed by the governor. 
^ _ 
The legislature does not make a n y ] # 
appropriation whatever for the board • 
of public affairs to expend, saving 
only their own salaries and incidental 
expenses. All appropriations expend­ 
ed by (this board are made by the 
legislature to the state officers and 
the boards of the state institutions 
and no hill is paid out of any of said 
appropriations either for new build­ 
ings nor maintenance nor supplies of 
any kind until the state officer or 
the board for whom the business was 
transacted has 
approved 
the

chose and the amount to be paid 
therefor and so authorizes Its pay 
anent.
